increase stability of plan fulfillaent during the execution phase; 








The U).AR direeter is te sunervies preparation aid acoospiicwet of the «lrotr fie 
cation task right wiore the work io Delmg done, ‘hie office heare great regponri- 
bility all the way from competent drafting of tie necessary preparalery document» 
on tise to the wrk going on right at construction sites, Partioular attention 
ust be paid te oordination of those vorkman and construction operations whic do

The ginieter also listed the tagke of the cooperation partners in hie apeech, ie 
described as one of the gost important partners the Halle Power-Piant, Catenary- 
Line ano Overhead-Line Construction firm, which is installing the complete catonary 

stem, For this firm as well, the program seanc a tripling of efforts between 
1981 and 1985 compared to its previous output, 


The technology of catenary installation work has been advanced steadily in past 
years, The use of helicopters and the application of this technology have sade it 
possible to reduce the use of periods of no traffic to compieling the cateary 
suspension mechanias and to saking adjustea@its, This sean. that the railroals 
can continue full operations while helicopters help position pylons and string the 
feeder lines, 








The dense traffic on the lines scheduled for electrification requires that this 
technology be used on an even greater scale in the futuro, Absolut essential 

in this regard is that the DR guarantee the prescribed construction clearances for 
the pylon footings, transfer documents on schedule, aoordinate periods of no traffic 
fer in advance and provide the necessary security and oupervisory personnel, 


All preliainary and follow-up seacures gust be coordinated with the echnological 
cadence of catemnary line instaliation, in other vords, in order to assure the com 


prohaisive operation of usevalue units on schodule, seasures such as the following 
are to be conclude’ by the tise the catenary lines are ready to be switched on: 


Adaptation of signaling and protective equipment; 


Construction of transformer substations to assure a Zable supply of pover to the 
sections of line to be put in operation; 


Contour work relating to oonstruction clearances, 














Adaptation of Protective and Telecommunications Systems 


In discussing some special probleme vith electrification, Comrade Arndt seationed 
the complex of protective and tel ecommuni cations L ig— whieh gust be adapted to 
the apecific conditions in the mala of electric \ranaport aystems, The pres 
@t scientific lead does not yet satisfy requirments, It is a question of a 
ploying greater potential capacities in the science end t echno eeetor and 
project-planning institutions to achieve clarification within a short tine of all 
ame that exist in thie area, Involved are practical solutions which meet the 
demands of economical use of sateriale in every and sake fev demande on the 


oonetruction This up of probleme is of great concern especially wie 
yf By the Berlin area, because conditions are particularly 
ooaplex here, 


Another probles is assuring protection against corrosion of steel pylons, In 
accordance vith the options allowed by amvironmantal conditions, it was detided to 
uee vanised pylons fros Dober) and Ludvigsfelde to Seddin and to 
paint the part gost susceptible to corrosion, the bottos 2 weters of the pylons, 


The technology of painting by hand, which has been used thus far, will not satisfy 
future requir@ats, Effective vays to solve the probles are to be found in 1981, 
peo) me of these objectives, project-planning of the catemary aystems for 
eddi sections of line sust tely take into consideration the greatest 
possible use of prestressed concrete pylons, In the case of lines to be electri- 
fied in the work sust proceed on the principle ti.at prestressed 
concrete pylons, ch require little saintonance and save steel, gust be used as 
@uch as possible instead of the @eel pylons that require sore intensive saintenance 
as vell as protective seasures corre sion,
